One  borehole  at  this 
source  showed. evidence  of  drying  up  during  the  year.  A  fresh  boring 
at  Benhall  was  proposed  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of  the  Area.

Conversion  of  the  Sewage  Works  to  the  settlement  system  proceeded 
during  the  year,  as  outlined  ^n  my  previous  report.  Kelsale  Sewage 
was  connected  during  the  year.
